It 
was supposed be bad started home, but 
nothing was knewu further. 


Mr. Patterson slnca his arrival has ex- 


plained the delay in his departure from 
Denver after the arrangements made for 
that by his friends. 
When his ticket was 


bought he v, as expecting a letter from his 
wife. Instead of starting at once, as his 
friends thought he would do, lift waited for 
that letter. She, OB the other hand, was 
expecting to hear from him, and so did not 
write for two or three days. When Mr. 
Patterson beard from his wife dually, he 
started home at once. He was four days 
on, the way, missing; connection at almost 
every change. 


Mr. Patterson in still verjr thin and weak. 


The last few weeks he hag been suffering 
from an attack of malarial fever, and has 
not recovered ''rosii that. Uto mind Is clear, 
however, he uys himself be Is in good 
shape and la good for a great deal of work 
yet 
Beyond a conclusion to stay at home 


here, rest, and got well, be has not decided 
what he will do. He is now better than 
when he reached Decatur, though he can sit 
up only an hour or two at a time. 


Mr. Patterson has said but little concern- 


ing the circumstances attendant upon his 
disappearance. 
The facts have already 


been printed here, and beyond that he has 
nothing to say that is new. He remembers 
distinctly starting to the train iu Blooming- 
ton, but nothing more. How he got on the 
train, or where he went, he does not know. 
He had $1,500 on his person when he 
started to the depot. Of that 8500 was in 
an outside overcoat packet. All the money 
but that in his overcoat was gone whwi he 
partly recovered consciousness.
